I (piiiioua of .Senators as to Ooogresslonnl Ac- 
tion liooklog to i^arly Construction. 

Tacoma, June 6 —The Kvcning News hue 

published a t'umber of lottcra from U. S. 
senators in reply to the quostlon, " Wliy is it 
not poasible for the eenalora and reprcaenta- 
tivea from all the Weotern states lo unite 
and force cnnqrcsR into piisning some bill by 
which the iuiuiedinto cnnntriiciion of tho 
Nicaragua ouual wi'l> American Ubor would 
be usuured ?" .Senaiur I'tirkina ck-pri'saufl 
the opinion that the canal will bo built by 
private cipital, and i-aitl Hcnatnr Moruau 
told him that the pending bill will undoubt- 
edly lie pasaeti at this eesaion. Senator 
White Buys it is impoBsiblo to force congrcBS 
to do anythinj^ by such a combination, and 
that ho does not believe that Auiericiin 
workmen can be induced lo po down there. 
Senator l^elTer nays it is imposinblo to gel 
Western leproscntativea lo agree to any- 
thing, and that "congress ia an inert body, 
and the old niosabacke in both parties ore 
harnaclea that aro hard to shake off." Sena- 
tora Shoup, Mitchell, White, Dolph and 
Siiuire favor the achMiie.

Misery loving oompany, the C.P.R. have 
to comfort them the liQowlodgo that 
their conipotitors to the south of the boun- 
dary are meeting with rovoraes oxaolly sim- 
ilar lo thoaa which have paralyzed trallio on 
the Canadian line during the past fortnight. 
Passengers who left here for the East via 
the Northern Paoifio and Great Northern 
several days ago, have roturnod home, and 
will either continue their journoya by way 
of San Franoisoo or remain in Victoria until 
more direct oommuoloation with the East is 
re-established, the railway authortties in 
Washington state having assured them that 
there ia no hope of getting through over any 
of the northern lines for some time. Mails 
for eastern points from 'Viotoria and 'Vun- 
oover are now beir g forwarded by way of 
California, tho post offioe authorities having 
adopted this oircuitoas route as the only 
one upon whioh reliance can be placed until 
the present diflBoulties have been overcome. 
This action may be traced to the Board of 
Trade's recommendation and the prompt 
action taken thereon by Victoria's represent- 
atives in the House of Commons. On May 
.30, the position of affairs was explained to 
Messss. Prior and Karle in the following 
telegram, forwarded via the American 
wires :

Rt. Bev. Bishop Lemmens, who returned 
from Portland last night, waa the only dele- 
gate who arrived in the Oregon city in 
response to the call of Hta Grace' Archbishop 
Goes, and as all the other delegates were 
prevented by tlooda from reaching Portland, 
no meeting oould be held. The meeting had 
been called to consider the advisability of 
dividing the diocese of Vancouver and 
Alaska, over whioh Uishop Lemmens pre- 
aidea. Hia Lordship expreaaed his views to 
tho Archbishop on the important subject, 
and they will be communicated by him to 
the other IMahops, a meeting being held to 
bo unnecessary. 

Speaking generally on the Oregon flooda, 
Bishop Lemmena Bays Portland is now sub- 
merged up to Sixth street, the water in tho 
river standing .'i'J.J, feet aboro low water 
mark, and still rising. Tho highest mark of 
the paat haa been 'J9 feet. I'rospecta of 
a conaidorable increnso are report- 
ed, aa the anow liea very deep 
upon the mountaina, and unless the 
recent storm haa auiiiciontly cool<;d tho at- 
nioephero to prevent warm weather for a 
time, buaincBS of all kinds will this year 
Buflfer aa it never has before throughout 
Oregon through inundation. 

On Portland's main streets at present the 
sidewalks are hold stationary by mouns of 
acantlings nailed to the buildinga, while 
awnings aro dripping and dipping into the 
6v/imniing streets. 'The wharves aro now 
beginning to loosen, and fear is expressed 
that some will drift away. Rowbouts and 
enterprising gondoliers are reaping a har- 
vest, and the average fare of five cents for 
ferriage across a business street has been 
adopted. The great Oregonian building has 
suffered severely, beint; one of the first to 
feel the effects of the flood, and a large 
force Id now busy in the attempt to clear its 
basement of the water. 

When His Lordship started for home a 
boat was sent from the steamer to the 
palace, and be stepped from the verandah 
into it, almost imagining himself in Venice. 
All along the river houses are showing their 
roofs above tho flood, and debria is being 
whirled toward the sea. Instead of enter- 
ing Portland by rail paaaongora are now car- 
ried the last twenty-six milea of theln jour- 
ney by ateamer. 

A rioud-Itiiriit llio I.lno. 

\'a.ncoi!VI'.ii, .lune (i. — (Special) — Vour 
specioi correapondent reached Kalz landing, 
the temporary lorininua of tho Canadiau 
I'aeilio railway, laat night, travelling on tho 
special relief and work atoainor over a hun- 
dred miles of Hooded country. Only those 
who have soon tho rcaulta of the great 
calamity which has ovort^ken tho province 
can conceive tho magnitude of the appalling 
disaster or describe tlio destruction wrought 
by the destroying element. The few hur- 
ried worda fiaahed over tho feeble Hood 
wracked wire have but faintly convoyed au 
iinproauion of tho awful grandeur of the aoene 
and tho widespreod ruin for a hundred 
milea along the fair valley of tho Fraser. 
Kven now but a bird'seyo view can bo pre- 
toDted of the awful majesty of tho scene. 
The first glimpse of the Qoode from the car 
windows of the work train was obtained at 
Pitt Meadow prairies, aa fine land as any in 
the Provinoe, shown with pride to American 
and British tioiirists when their broad groen 
pastarea atretohed unbroken by a single 
knoll for sixteen milea. Now they are but 
a muddy sea, with whirlpools fifty feet deep 
and surface littered with floating fences, de- 
moraliised houses, broken bridges, and drift. 

Passing the meadows the train swishod 
through long stretrihes of water and crept 
over trestlos that from their appeuraLca 
would not hold a oat, and finally halted at 
Port Haney, where the steamer Transfer 



took on board a number of railroad 
ofBoials and the CIolo.mst representative 
Then tho boat plunged through tho 
mighty waters, paat scenes of wildest 
desolation and finally sailed right 
up to Wharnock railroad station, 'The 
depot and track were under water, and the 
sight was a very diamal one. 

When Halzio waa reached tho sun was 
shining on a picture of peculiar paChoa, a 
acone of atriking beauty. The watera wore 
half way up tall trees ; a dozen acres of 
straight trunks with lu.xuriunt branches 
looked like a foreat floating beneath the 
greou-olad mountaina, down whoso atone- 
'uuund sides the raging torrents 
leapt and sprung from rook to rock 
At Sumaa the venernble poatmoater 
fjurgled out his draires from tho apace be- 
tween high tide and the top of the post oflioe 
door. Not much more thsn hia shoulders 
was visible above tho floods, and the mail 
bags were hoisted on his head. Tho river 
had risen eight inches from tho night before 
and tho water waa up to tho roofa of the 
liouses in the town. 

At numerous other settlements exciting 
scenes were witnessed. Passing Agassiz 
woods a dusky Indian or a breathless white 
rancher hailed the steamer at every hun- 
dred yards. 

' For God's sake stop, captain, my cattle 
are starving," or, "Come in quick, my fam- 
ily are in distroas," wore the oppeala all 
along the valley. 

Scores of times tho steamer ran into the 
woods and temporarily helped these human 
BufTerers, but she oould not wait on the up 
trip for the dumb brutes, who took their 
chances to starve or survive in the moun- 
tains. 

No one can compute the loBB sustained by 
the hardy settlers of the FraBer valley, but 
it must be enormoua. 

Along the railroad brack disasters have 
followed in quick susoession. An official of 
the road informed your oorrespondent that 
it would be six weeks before there waa a 
through train froir Winnipeg to Vancouver, 
but tralFia would bo resumed in three or four 
days, enabling paBeengors and mails to got 
across the continent. It was not the flaods 
that put a final stop to trafEo. Victoria's 
storm of Sunday swept over Vancouver, 
barely touching her with its humid breath. 
Then with torrifio speed it traversed the 
Frasor valley over the mountains, gathering 
snow clouds as it advanced, until with a roar 
it struck the mountains at Lytton, and the 
clouds wore apilled on tho dry alkali track 
bed. Earth run like wet aufjar, and inany 
miles of track between Lytton and Kam- 
loopa waa undermined, the iiurricane do- 
ing in a few minutes damage that the de- 
stroying floods had taken two weeks to do. 
When the clouds broke tho noise among the 
mountains was awfully improssive and came 
from every direction at once, vibrating for 
ten minutes through the valloys. 

Boconstruction work is being pushed with 
marvellous vigor, an army of men being at 
work for .")00 miles. The present crisis on 
the Canadian Pacific railway haa developed 
three Napoleons, whose names are In every- 
body's mouth. In pursuing the work of un- 
ravelling the awful tangle they have not 
slept for a week ond have scarcely 
eaten one square meal a day. In 
the telegraph service Chiefs Fletcher 
and Eraser should bo noticed, and 
in the railway department General Super- 
intendent Abbott himself ; but the three 
Napoleons of tho struggle are Assistant 
Suptrintendent Downie, Superintendent 
Marpolc, and Telegraph Superintendent 
Wilson, who washed his over linen in tho 
river, picked up icrapa to oat and worked 
incesnantly day and night until he got a 
line through. When the water subsides 
every man in British Columbia who wants 
to work oan get it on the road. There 
re no more breaks this side of Kalz Land- 
ing than have already been reported. 

'Tho bnsinese done at a meeting of the 
mayor, oounoU and prominent citizens to- 
day included the formation of a oummittee 
to oommonioate with similar committees 
in Victoria and New Westminster, 
and appoint an exeotttive to deal 
directly with the reeves and 
prominent citizens of the flooded districts 
in relieving diatresa. One speaker said the 
people in tho East have a strange impression 
of tho floods. Mr. Sweeny, manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, aaid ho had received the 
following telegram from the Eiat ; 

" Aro your family safe ': Do you need as- 
siatanoe ?" 

The impression seemed to bo that Van- 
couver and Victoria were flooded out. An- 
other lolegrain from a prominent Easterner 
said : " Put down tny name as a contributor 
to the flood sufTerora." 

Tho General Manager of tho Bank of Mon- 
treal wired, " Contribute St.OUO to the 
flood Bufferers." President Van Home's 
tolpgrani contributing ?1,000 was also read. 

It wftB decided not to cancel tho Dominica 
Day celebration, and on tho first of July 
Vancouver will resume feativitioa at the old 
stand. 

At a meetipgthe at market hall, also held 
last evening, a plan was arranged for sup- 
plying necessaries to those atlUoted by the 

flood. 

Kniitbonnil I'aHsengers Disappointed, 
Westminster, June 6.— (Special) — Tbo 
steamer Transfer came down from Katz 
landing to-day with the passengers who 
went East on Sunday by the CPtR. They 
got to North bend and oonld get no farther. 
The uncertainty of when the train would 
get through decided them to return. Pre- 
mier and Mrs. Davie, Hon. A. N. Richards 
and Deputy Attorney-General Smith wore 
among the Transfer's pasiengers, the up 
country assizes having been adjourned for 
six weeks. 

Meetings of the City Council and fioard 
of Trade wore held this evening to orgauiz!! 
relief committees for the flood sulTererB. 
Tho Board of Trade will nak tho Dominion 
Governmout to undortako oitenaivo im- 
provemonts on tho river iinmediately. 

Tho water has been falling half-an-inoh 
pi!r hour at Yalo for the last forty-eight 
boiirs, and ia still receding. The < iroct haa 
not been felt bore yol, the tide this morning 
biiirg tho highest on record, beating yester- 
day's by one inch. At Langlcy, Mi»Bioii 
and other points higher up tho fall ii from 
ono to six iiichea, Another 21 houra is ex- 
pected to bring a big change in the situa- 
tion. No further losses have been reported 
and the relief work goes on steadily.

Close of the Great Couventiou- Visit 
to tlie Birthplace of the 
Associatioa. 

Grand Jubilee Keception iu Albert 
Hail-Cliorns in Twenty-Two 
Langnafi:es. 



London, June 6.— This ia the great jubi- 
lee day of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation all the world over. It was on June 
0, 181-t, that tho organizition whioh now 
ramitiea tho worjd waa brought into 
existentse in a room of the warehouse 
of Hitohoook, Williams & Co. under the 
shadow of the dome of St. Paal'e cathedral. 
Tho meeting of that day was called by 
George Williams, and this morning tho 
venerable man acted as host in showing the 
old room to the delegates to the Inter- 
national oonferenoe and other visitors. 
It is on one of the upper Soors 
of the building and has been preserved in- 
tact. Twice during the last half century 
the building has been remodelled but tho 
old room has been built around and below 
until it is embedded In the structure. On 
its walls are pictures of representative lead- 
ers of the movement and of scenes in can- 
neetion with the association, 

Tho international conference concluded 
with yesterday afternoon's session, and to- 
day waa given up to jubilee exerciaea, con- 
sisting of thanksgiving prayers and 
hymne, and addresses from mombors 
of all the foreign delegationa repre- 
sented. This afternoon 'J,000 dele- 
gates, member and wives participated 
in tho great reception at tho Royal Albert 
hall. South Kensington. Tho great corri- 
dors had been turned into bufTets and were 
lined with refreshment booths, the tables 
being generously spread. The exercises 
opened with a recital of national airs upon 
the grand organ, and tho Swedish choir of 
Upsala students then rendered some appro- 
priate numbers. Tho physical branch of 
association work was illustrated by a num- 
ber of exercises by members of the gymnaatio 
cluba of the English asBociation. Right Rev, 
Canon Fleming and Bishop Temple made 
addresses. Tho bust of Founder WiUiama 
was unveiled amidst a cyclone of enthusiaam 
while Madame Antoinette Strating, accom- 
panied by a lorgo choir, under the 
direction of Prof. Carter, sang 
tho national anthem.

DR. ORONHYATEKHA. 

OUtects of the Visit of the Supreme Chief 
Banker, I.0.^^— Intercstlui; Facts 
Kegiirdlng the Order. 

Dr. Oronhyatckhu (pronounced Oron ya- 
te-ka) who ia expected to pay a visit this 
week to the Victoria courts of the I O F., is 
a full-blooded Mohawk chief and Supreme 
Chief Ranger of the order. His home is in 
Toronto, the headquarters for Canada, and 
his visit trip to the coast is for the purpose 
of furthering the intoreats of Forestry. The 
Doctor left Toronto two weeks ago, taking 
tho southern route to Los Angeles, where he 
reports tho order as exceedingly strong. On 
tho way ho stopped at Pueblo, in Colorado, 
where ho organized a High Court that will 
embrace Colorado, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. California, the Doctor reports, is not 
only strong but growing rapidly. 

On his arrival in Seattle he was received 
by the leading members of the order and 
hold an impromptu meeting,- when the ques- 
tion of a High Court was discussed at length. 
Dr. Oronhyatekha, in talking to a Post-In- 
telligencer reporter, spoke enthusiastically 
of tho progress of the order, 

" Aa an illustration of its popularity," he 
aaid, "from January 1 to May 1, 1894, we 
had received over 7,(KX) applicjtions, and 
when you consider the hard times that pre- 
vail in general it will give you a fair idea of 
tho amount of buainoBS wo are doing. 
Croakers have claimed that our rates wero 
insuUiciont to meet all domands. In answer 
to that wo can point to tho records of the 
last thirteen years and ahow tint not only 
all claims and expenses have been fully met, 
but that the aurphia fund to-day has over 
$9/)0.tXMI lo its credit. There is no reason 
to lidlievo that the prcsocC low rates will not 
always bo ample to pay all claims against 
the order. 

" Wo now have twelve High Courts in 
the United States, covering a territory that- 
extends from New Jereoy to tho Pacific 
ocean. In the Dominion we have six High 
Courts, not including tho ono to bo inati- 
tuted at Calgary. Tho organizition of a 
High Court depends on tho number of sub- 
ordinate courts in a district. The minimum 
number of courts necessary to secure a High 
Court is six, and of course as many more 08 
deairod. England has made a wonderful 
record for herself, where since the first sub- 
ordinate lodge was organized only one year 
ago, enough of them have been started to 
admit of five High Courts."

THE FDR UAEKET. 

Winter-Caught Furs Average HIeli In Qaallty 
But Values Continue Oepressed. 

In tho circular issued at tho end of May 
McMillan A Co. say that tho receipts for 
May have continued large, although from 
tho surrounding states thoy aro decreasing, 
except of apring muakrat ; but what keeps 
up the receipts are the winter caught fura 
which aro commencing to come in from tho 
interior. Theae winter-caught fura average 
Iligh in finality, but tho present market value 
is deprca«6d even for tho kindaof fura which 
are in tho boat demund. The fura coming in 
from tho aurrounding states aro commencing 
to run very poor in (|uality, except the water 
animals, viz.: Boaver, muskrut and otter. 
Spring miuk are all pale or red in color and 
shippera must not expect high prices for 
them because for even the best* mink there 
is not much demand. The bears that are 
caught when they first come out of tboir 
dens In the apring before they commenoe to 
shed are full-furred and srd the best of any 
time of the year. We still think that fura 
will rule lower as the season advanoes, even 
for the best lota. 



UNWELCOME GIFTS. 

Golden Giito Park Coninilssloiiers Not blkely 
to Accept (JerCniu Bulldluga Oll'ered 
to Tbem 

Sa.v Francisco, June 6 —Within a day 
or two the oommiesioners of Golden Gate 
Park will reply to tho ofTer of tlio Mid- 
winter Fuir directors to give to tho park the 
manufacturcB building, tho administration 
building, tho art building and the court 
The oommiaaionora have not m.ido thoir 
reply publio, but tho sentiments of tho com 
mieslon aa expressed indicate that the ofTor 
of the Midwinter people will be very 
generally declined. Iho park will not 
accept the administration buil^^ng or tho 
manufaoturea building ; bnt will accept the 
art baildini{. The latter will be utilized for 
the storage of valnable gitta to the park 
until such a time as a fitting art and 
muaoum building shall have been erected. 
So much of tho grand ooQrt aa may be 
utilized for park purposes will be retained. 



THE LOCAL UABEBTS. 

BriUah Golnmbia Oemand for Northwest Cat- 
tle— The Early Potato Crop a Fallnre. 

As a conacquenoo of the recont heavy ralna 
hoio, the potato crop in this locality is al- 
most an entire failure, the seed havirg rot- 
ted in the ground before getting a chauco to 
sprout. Being early in tho season, howovor, 
another crop will bo put in, which of course 
means late potatoeu, No important ell'ucta 
of tho devastation wrought to the farming 
district along the Fraser river by tbo pre- 
vailing flood have been felt in the Victoria 
market but that they will eventually aeema 
inevitable. 

Nearly all meata for homo cnmsuinptiou 
now come from tho American aide and thia 
ia a little business point which is by no 
means boing overlooked by tho Northwest 
cattlemen. One, from Winnipeg, is now 
said to bo in tho Provinao making arrange- 
menta in tho way of looking up suitable and 
available puaturo lands and conferring 
with steamboat and railroad oiiijiala, with a 
view to finding a big market in British Col- 
umbia for beef, Tho gentlemen in quoalion 
has bocu visiting tho nortliern end of tho 
Island In tbo vicinity of Como.>c, where, it ia 
understood, ho thoroughly pleaaed himself 
in tho matter of selecting appropriate lands 
for acoommodating largo lierda of cattle. 

Tho market is being kept well aupplied 
with amall fruita and vegetables, the former 
of which will, no doubt, bo materially aug- 
mented during the coming week with fieah 
cousigDmente, arriving on tho Australian 
ateamghip, although to what extent mer- 
chants are aa yet unaware. Dairy produce, 
particularly egga, are not in aa great stock as 
some little time ago, bnt scarcity seems still 
afar olT. Oils are atifToniug somewhat for 
reasons heretofore explained.

Debt and Eevenue of the Province - 
How the Country la Being 
Developed. 



ll''ioni tlio Vei.ion Newa.) 
In n ro..'. II'. iiiu'j tho CuLOMST briefly re- 
ferred to 'Hi;hl y eiK-ccEufiil iiioetinK holJ ut 
Veruoa an ilu L'li h lut., i»t which tho Min- 
ister of L toda itiid Works was aooorded a 
most hearty reopption and ia response deliv- 
ered a very telling ppeooh. The following 
extended report of tho proceedings is taken 
froai the V'ornoD Nmve : 

Mr. 1'. Ellison was voiod tn the chiir, and 
in ft few preliminary rrinailvo, in which he 
referred to tbe past sorvioc-s of Hon, Mr. 
Vernon and spoke in oongr*tulatory terms 
of the fl ittering reof ption with which the 
governnient oindlduio hud met aincB hie 
arrival, he introduced, luuidit applauee, tho 
Chief ComiuitMuner of Linda iind Works. 

Mr. Vt^rnon, in iiiu opening remarkfl, 
epoko feelinfily c.f the oordiul, and in niciliy 
cnaee, unsolicited uupport which h »d th en 
promised him in M p^rtB cf tho ri'^irg, uud 
attttod thcit ho felt it duo to tho oilI/..-na of 
the town wliieh ho was proud to any be.irs 
hia nume, lo make his first public additss (u 
their heuring. Ho would doubtleaa have no 
opp.irtunity Inter on of meeting opposition 
speiikors, but nt present would confine him- 
self, after ugain thanking his old friends 
who had en enlhuaiiialically rul'.ied to his 
ei!U|)ott, anil tho ninny now oneu wlioiii ho 

d rtccutly gained, lor their kind uasur- 
.iiicea of iisBioliince, to a bri; f review of the 
political iBKUta of tho diiy. He stuted that 
he entertained no'hinn but the kindest 
thoughiB towards Mr. Uonnid (Jraham, tho 
opposition candidnto, who, for tho past 
sixteen years had accorded iho government 
support, and noA-, for rcasrnB unknown to 
him, was in opposition to the government. 
Immediately plunging into the tiuestions at 
issne, be stated that the policy of the 
government had ever been to spare no means 
to open up and

of the province. What tho policy of the 
opposition might bo ho had never been able 
to diecover, beyond a eysti-m of carping, 
fault-Qoding, insinuatioDS and inuendoeo 
whiuh they woro never able to substantiate. 
Our limited pp luo renders it impossible to 
give more thnr, u brief aynopsia of the mas- 
terly and lu.dd speech which foUowtd, dur- 
ing; which every ([uealion which the oppoai 
tion had endeavmed to bring up against tho 
policy of tho administration was considered 
and in every caae their stock arguments com- 
pletely refutca. Mr. Vernon spoke for 
fkbont two hours and a half, and though the 
evenirg was warm and some of the statistics 
into wnioh be entered were of necessity 
of rafcher a dry ofaaraoter, he held the atten- 
tion of the large aodience until the close, 
and from the frrqnent burets of applause it 
cottid easily be seen that every point which 
he made struck home. Speaking of the pro- 
gressive polioy of the government, be went 
on to say that during the past four years 
they had borrowed a million dollars, which 
had been uaed in

of the province, during that time 3,300 pre- 
emption claims bad been taken, and it was 
fair to aspume that each was worth to tho 
country §1,000. which would give a ta.\ of 
$5 each, or mean an incrense in thn wealth 
of the province cf 53. .300, 000 ; 850 settlors 
had in that period taken pre-emptions in 
Okanagau, and by virtue of this polioy the 
revenue has expanded, aud our credit in 
London is now second on the list cf colonial 
seourities ; notwithstanding the period of 
general financial depression our securities 
nave gone up from 89 to 92 and the taxation 
has not been raised. The revenue in I HOO 
was $885,000. and since then it had in 
creased by 8223,000 in spite of a falling off 
in land sales due to the change in tbe act. 
In seven years the country had doubled its 
revenue. This riding contribated about 
$28,000 to the revenue, of which $16,000 
was in land sales, leaving an actual 
taxation cf S12,O0O During the present 
year there was being eicpeoded in the 
neighborhood of S.M,000 in the riding, in- 
cluding §30,000 on tho Boundary Creek 
road, S4,0UO for Deep Creek roud, and 
§10,000 for other roads und repairs through- 
out the district. Since 1890 there had been 
erected in the province 1 10 school houaoj, 
lOjiila, 12 court housBs, and over COO, 000 
acroa of land had been surveyed. In tho 
face of this he thought that the government 
could claim that they had something to 
show for their expenditure. Other figures 
were given showing tbe relative position of 
the

pioce if'.)^ which gave the net debt after 
rl 'uc'i. <o uouotry's atseta as S672,- 
OUO lu X&UU. and $l,e94,000 in 1891, an 
increase of one million l)orrowed, but 
during that period the revenue had ex- 
panded by $223,000, and two milllona had 
been expended in developing and building 
up tho province. Ho next mentioned the 
fact that he had been informed that certain 
parties were endeavoring to drag into tho 
contest Dominion issues, and vigorously 
protested ugiiinat such a line of conduct on 
either aide. Tho sore aul joct of tho Parlia- 
ment huildinga was next brought for- 
ward and tho position of the govern- 
ment us regards that matter was 
clearly explained. Tho preaent ramshaekle 
group of buildinga woro utterly inadequate 
to tho r((|niroment8 of tho provinco, and In 
their rorieo condition had become positively 
dargBnuiK Plans hud been prepared by 
tender and 05 aubmitted. It was iho in- 
tention of tho government at Crat to build 
the new building piece by piece, but not ono 
of these plans would admit of this. Then it 
was seen that they would have to build all 
at once, and 

THE ijUK-STION HAD TO DE FACED. 

Nothing would have been easier than to 
aimply do nothing in tho matter ; but ol 
though they know that a certain amount of 
opfjosition would follow tuch a course, they 
determined to go ahead with tho buildings, 
as they were convinced it would greatly aid 
in tho Boiuiiou ot the vexed question of re- 
distribution, and they were euro that a 
few yotir.s would ahow tho good results 
from aucli action. Appropriating a lump 
sum for this purpose was better thfin apin- 
niog It out year by year, bh in tliii way 
it did not deprive the people of money that 
should be spent on roads or other improve- 
msnta. He next passed on tho Rodiotribu- 
tion bill, whioh wise moasuro had had tbe 
effect of already allaying tbe unfortunate 
feeling of antagonism between the Island 
and Mainland to suoh nn extent that, in tho 
cities of Vancouver and Westminster, whi ro

four yecrs ngo tho feeling was ho high that 
no one would venture out for eleo ion other 
thun »s iL-depeadents, now Mayor Andrr 
son, of Varoiinver, and ex Mayor Curtis. ' I 
WestniioB'er, wero in tho tiald birui^-ht 
govprnmint lujporters. The Nakusp 
81uuin railway question was next gono intn, 
and it was olearly shown by tho h;:i. 
gentleman that the estimi.'.ted con of O.i' 
road was a low one and tho policy of gujrhn- 
teeing principal as woll as interest would 
result io a large saving.

NOT ONLY EXONRRATKn THE I !0 VEUN M ICNT 
from any blaino in tho matter, but after tho 
moHt exhaustive incjuiry hud highly com- 
mit ded their action. Ho grow warm a» ho 
dooi unced tho alnnderous insinuatiomi of the 
msn b Ts of tho oppoaition who had not the 
oouiage lo bring ihoir chirgea into open 
court, and dwelt at some length on tho fact 
th»t in a few weeks, through this now road, 
ora will bo shipped from Kootonay to Swan- 
sea as cheap as to smtltcrs ucrosa the line. 
The various other acts of progreaeivo legisla- 
tion evolved during the past term v/ero touch- 
ed upo'.', audi u3 clje dyking act, the radic.d 
change in the land laws, dairying act, oa- 
lubliahiiiont of a horticultural board, etc.

A STEP W THB RIGHT DIRECTION. 

Mr. Corbould took a step in the right 
direction when he reminded the Dominion 

Government that it ia its duty to help 
those who have been aeriously injured by 
the overflowing of the Fraser. Aa inhabi- 
tauls of tile Dominion and aa ta.x-payera 
these uufortunato people have a claim on the 
Federal Oovornment. If oonfbderation is to 
moan anything it should mean that the in- 
habitants of any of the Provinces have 
a right to look to the Federal 
Governinent for u34i8tanoo when they are 
overwhelmed by any great, unforoueen and 
unpreventable disaster. Neither foresight 
nor prudence on the part of the inhabitants 
of the valley of the Fraser could have avert- 
ed the misfortune that has come upon them. 

The aufferers from the 11 lod have a 
peculi ir claim ou the Federal (ioverument, 
for they are all Bottloru on the R ulway Belt, 
which is the property of the Dominion. 
The improvements which the settlers have 
made have added to the value of that belt, 
and the more they prosper the more desir- 
ublo and the more valuable will the adj loent 
lands bscomo. 

The Dominion Govtrninent liua a direct 
and an immediate interest in the well being 
of the inhabitants of the valley of the 
Fraser, and so has the Canadian Pacific 
Riilway Company. It is to their interest 
not only that the settlors who have been 
driven from their furma by the 
floods aiiould 1)2 aa uoon as poaaible 
back on the land again, but that every 
means that human sKill and foresight can 
devise, be used to prevent a recurrence of 
this year's diHaster. Sir William Van 
Home no diuibt Hoea very clearly that aomo- 
thiog niuMt be done, and that too before 
long, to mkko such loaaes ua the railwtiy hiS 
suffered by lho present Hood impossible. Any 
feasible plan that may be devised to protec t 
the lands bordering the river from being 
flooded will no doubt have tho countenance 
and the aaaislanca of tho peworful corpora- 
tion whoao atfaira he directa. The lioad of 
such a corporation, like tlio (Jovernnient of 
u nut)ion, must look to the future. A from 
hand-to-mouth policy is an exceedingly im- 
provident one as fir aa its interests are con 
oerned. He must, if it is within the bounds 
of poBsibility, make the safety of the rail- 
way and its struolurea in that valley per 
manont. It ia aafe, then, to calculate upon 
a powerful combination whose duty and 
whose Interest it will be to make both agri- 
culture and travel in the diatriot now 
flooded secure. It is to be hoped that means 
will be taken with the least possible delay 
to attain that object. 



A SERIOUS MATTER. 

The Times makes u miatako whon it says 
that Mr. Mundclla was not responaiblo for 
tho " ahady transaotiona " of tho New 
/Zealand Loan Compony. Ho was ono of 
the direotora of that oompany, and if a 
director ia not responaiblo wo ahoiild like to 
know who ia ? It waa beoauae the British 
publio held him responsible for those shady 
transactions that ho wus compelled to 
rcaign. It ia believed that he waa not 
cognizint of what wos going on, 
but thia ia a very dififerent thing 
from being not rcaponeible. It la oon- 
aidered that he ought to have known, that It 
waa hia duty to know, *nd the deoiaion waa 



YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS. 

We are not surprised that the judge who 

presided at the trial of tho boys arraigned 
for burning Judge Drake's barn felt grieved 
that there waa no other way of punishing 
thorn than by aondina them to the common 
j til. Such puniahniunt is not oaloulated to 
reform the lads, and reform rather than pun- 
ishment is in their case what is required. 
It ia very seldom indeed that a boy ia irro- 
cluimably vicious at fourteen. Ciood com- 
panionship, kind treatment, and constant 
and congenial employment for mind and 
body, dp wonders for boys of that age who 
have been led astray by bad company or 
who have been placed in olrjumstances un- 
favorable to tho healthy development of 
thoir moral nature. But these good things 
are not at the command of tho judge. 
Uo ia therefore often compelled to 
pronounce a aenten .< the effect of 
which he has reaaon to fear will not only de- 
stroy the lad's ohance of turning over a new 
leaf, but which will have tho ell'oct of hard- 
ening him and of strengthening the evil 
tendenciea of his nature. In such oasea both 
judgea and juries should huvo the sympathy 
of all right-thinking people. They must do 
their duty as the law directs, although their 
doing it in that way is not good for either 
the young oH'iinder or lor society. 

Wo feol very much inclined to believe 
that first oli'encea of boys, say under eight- 
een, even when they are more thon usually 
grave, should not bo punished at all, in the 
ordinary acceptation of tho term, and as 
little publicity should bo given to theollonco 
us posaiblo. Tho law should give the boy a 
cliance to reform. Tho offender should bo 
seriously warned and so should hia 
parents or guardians. Punishment for 
second offences should be light and such 
as not to destroy tho boy's Belf reepect or lo 
place him in contact with hardened crim- 
inals. He should, we think, have a second 
ohance. Here, again, parenla or guardians 
should be reminded of their responsibility, 
and if it should be found that they bad 
been lax in the performance of their duties 
a way might be devised of inducing them to 
bo more careful. 

We aro strongly inclined to believe if 
youthful offenders irero treated in thia way, 
or in a way something like thia, the 
aggregate of orime in the country would be 
diminished, and that many who under pres- 
ent treatment would beoomo part of tho 
criminal class would prove useful members 
of society. Almost every one has knowii iii- 
atancoainwhioh conscionliousbut injudlciouB 
severity has destroyed tho self-respect of 
youthful offsndera, made them reckleaa and 
ruined their lives. 

It is hard to find language sufSciently 
strong to characteriza tho law which com- 
pels a merciful and aagacioua judge to 
aentence youtiia whosy chuructera !ire fur 
from being formed, to associate in the com- 
mon j iil with offdodcra more or less 
hardened. The ohanoea are ten to one that 
they come out of it, even after a abort term 
of imprisonment, gradoatea in vice and 
crime. 

We have not formed a very high opinion 
of the inatitutiona which aro called by 
courtesy " reforrnatoriea." They are, per 
hapa, belter than j lila for young offenders, 
but u buy'a home, in our opinion, if it is 
anything like a good ono, is the beat ro 
formatory. Ho should not be taken from 
its influence until it ia plainly seen that he 
is incorrigible. 

We write with diffidence on'thia subject, 
and our views are far from being original 
but wo feel strongly that some change 
ahould be made in the direotion of considera 
tion and mercy in dealing with youthful 
(lenders. 



A GOOD ARTIOLB. 

The eighth of the London Times' Canada 
series of articles appears in its issue of tho 
16th ult. It ia on British Columbia. The 
writer ie evidently well acquainted with tho 
Province, and gives a fairly accurate ac- 
count of its present condition, and forms, as 
we think, a correct estimate of Ita resources. 
Ho admirea its scenery, and he has a good 
word to aay for ita climate. He does not 
tall into the error of representing the Pro- 
viuct as a paradise for the poor immigrant 
without a shilling, but rather goes to the 
opposite eitromo. 

No province of Canada," ho says, " so 
little admits of indiscriminate immigration. 
Tho good farming land is limited in quan- 
tity, and, compared with that of 
other provinces, expensive. The vast 
doop sea liaheiles of lho coast, on account of 
their distance from markets, can only bo de- 
veloped by degrees, or else by some great 
organ!/, ition of collecting and diatributing 
engines involving the ubo of capital 
In abort the capacity of British Colund)ia to 
receive immigranta ia strictly dependent on 
llio previous intlux of capital, which cour- 
ageously and intelliticutly applied to the 
(ievelupniont of tho reaourcos of the country 
will gradually draw in ita train the akillod 
and general labor rrquircd for its operations. 
Laborera should not go to the I'rovinco on 
tho mere chance of finding umploymont aa 
they may without excesaivo riak go to some 
parts of Canada. If this is clearly under- 
stood much disappointment will bo avoided. 
But for men of capital, energy and common 
sense in business ; men not afraid to riak 
minethiug in the hope of large gaina ; men 
who can afford to wait, study the country 
and watch for opportunities, the openings 
are varied and most promising." 

All this is to a certain extent true enough. 
But there are many men in this Province, 
now in good circumstances, who came to it 
without a dollar that could be called capital. 
These men had a hard time of it. They 
ivoro often compelled to rough it and to do 
without many of the comforts and even 
sonio of what are considered by many the 
necessaries of life. But they poraovored in 
spite of all hardships and all discourage 
nionts, and at last thoir opportunity came 
and they secured an independence. Tho 
poor man who has courage and who is ready 
to turn his hand to anything that he may 
find to do can still work hia way to comfort 
if not to cllluenco in Hritiah Columbia. A 
little monfy or even a good deal of it is very 
far from being a drawback if a man knows 
or learns how to use it. This, aa the Times 
correspondent suggests, ia a aeoret which 
some Anieric«nahave discovered, for he says, 
speaking of the late mineral discoveries : 

American, much more than British capi- 
tal, ia at present aeizing the opportunities 
offered l)y the Kootonay silver deposits. 
Tho truth ia that much experience in Nevada 
and Montana has made tho American an 
expert beyond oil othera in silver and in the 
mothods of dealing with it. Besides, he 
goes to new tielda of enterprise not merely 
to invest his nioney but to look personally 
after hia investments, as the British capital- 
ist seldom does. 

The article, as the reader sees, ia written 
in a lively atyle, and ia likoly to leave a good 
impression of British Columbia on the minda 
of the class of men who are moat needed in 
the Province. We may add that the writer 
does not, as ia now the fishion with some 
who profess to give the vvorld information 
about British Columbia, ignore ita capital. 
Ho does something like justice to Victoria.

Tcalo, of the Pacific Baptist ; Rev. J. Sun- 
derland, district secretary of foreign mis- 
sions for the Pacific Coaat ; Rev. Mr. Burn- 
ham, Prcmont ; Rev. Mr. Fowler, Ken- 
tucky. 

An address of welcome was then given 
by Rev. P. H. Mo H wen, and responded to 
by Rov. J. C. Baker, of La Conner. 

Tho committee on time, place and 
preacher waa filled by the appointment of 
Rov. Mr. Finwall, Rev. C. A. Solyer and 
Rev. P. H. McKwen. 

Reading of letters from tho churches 
ahoiving the increaue in membership aud 
general progress took up tho time of the 
association till noon.

During recess a number of photographa 
wore taken of the association and at 2 
o'olook the members re-aafeinbled devotion- 
al rxerciaea being led by Rov.

Cairns, Rev. J. C. Baker and Rov. P. H. 
McEwen reported showing that during tho 
year churches had been orageized at New- 
castle, Waih. ; Franklini Wash. ; Vancou- 
ver, B. C, (Jaokaoc street) j Norwegian 
Daniah, Seattle ; Pilgrim church, Ballard :

Rev. Mr. Brownloe waa appointed to till a 
vacancy on tho commiUce on reaolutiona. 

" Our Association Field " waa the title of 
a •_'() minutoa' addrcas by Rov. 1). U. Proper. 
He confiued his attention to tho ground cov- 
ered by the association work, the boun- 
daries being all the country north of the 
Boulhf rn hr-updary of King's Co. .Wash. , and 
west of the Ci'cides This year there were 
added si.v churches and 45S menibers. 
The population of tho field was 
some ;iU(), 1)1)0 psoplo. Tho Chinese 
ruisaion at Seattle, which waa inaugurated 
two years ago had now lU'J members and 
there wore two colored churches at New- 
castle and Ssattle. Kaw miaalon houaoa 
were being opened at Vaahon, Suniaa City 
and Ballard. Some Baptists were apt to 
think the denomination was behind the 
times, but they were holding their own and 
in numbers were only second in the Mia- 
sion field to the Metbudist denomination. 
In l.'jTl there were ouly five churches 
and membera in the field ; eight 

years ago there were '21 churohea and 

I, 11111 niembers; now there were -SO cburchea 
and fi.tlllii niembers. Financially apoakiug 
more money was needed lo carry on tho 
svnrk, aa they were on Ajiril 1 ^HT.") behind. 
Tho Home Miaaion Society of New \oTk 
givi afl for every $1 collected in the (lis- 
trir.t, and people ehoulil remember that they 
must recogui/.e God'a claima to a proporliou 
of their meana in hard timeii ai well aa good. 

"The Hon)e Missionary " was tho title of 
a very elo'|uout addrefs by Rev, .). H. Bjat, 
that seemed to voice the sentiments of a 
large proportion of thono present. Ho iniiu- 
tained that c mipared with the home mia- 
aiouury the inlluenco of the foreign miaflion- 
ary was circumscribed. Concerning tho in- 
dividual hu had little to say, but there was 
no nobler class of men than homo miesiun- 
ari(«. From that field came tho moat brilliant 
loaders in the deBoniinational work aa a rule. 
Coming aa we were in cloaor oontaot with 
the Orient we must by example in this con- 
tinent teach tho Aaiatioa who come among 
us for too often, they go back home with 
only the vices thoy have learned, and it 
was bard for the foreign miisiouary to do 
the work that should be done here. A 
aaved world first of all, meant a saved 
Amorioa, for here tbe work must be done by 
the home missionary. The small pittance 
the borne missionary is asked to live upon 
was quite inadequate in many cases for him 
to live upon, and better reaulta would bo 
attained by fewer men well paid than the 
present multipUoation of churohea that in 
many oases have to bo closed for lack of 
means. 

Rev. T. Baldwin, tho last speaker of the 
evening, had as his aubjoct "Tho Divine 
Pvcaenco in our hoine mission work. Tho 
apuaker drew many historical illustrations of 
famous struggles for religious liberty to 
show that tho Bible pronjiso " I am with 
you " waa carried out throughout tho 
world's history, and that tho Divine pros- 
OQce waa with them in tho work of evaugeli- 
ziaion.

There were three oounta to the indiut- 
nient — ahootirg with intent to murder, in- 
tent to do gri-'voua bodily harm, and wouod- 
ing. Mr. R. Caeoidy appeared for the 
Crona, and Mr. W. J. Taylor for the 
defcDoo. 

Mr. Cuaaidy having opened tht; onae, Mr. 
Taylor for thii dufeiu'O ulutod thiU in order 
to save the time of the court aud to ex- 
pedite niattora, the defunce were prepared 
to admit the luota ua etit out in the depoai- 
tiouB, which would bo much ehorter than 
examining witnessea. 

The depositions were then read to the 
juiy. 

John Harr'a dopoaition set forth thiit bi-mg 
with the aceuaud iu ths Forreut Houdo, ] > iu- 
alorid, the evening in quealion a diapute m ohh 
between them aa to the relative meiit.H ol 
varioua nationalitiea and tiaally RoiIl'.ihvo 
asked him to go down to the tauk :aul ni't 
tie it. Barr went out with him nrnl wlini 
they got eomo 'i( yards down tlio trai-K, 
Redf;rave bM, " 1 tliink 1 made a mi-.tiike ; 
you are a bii;ger nmn timn me, and 1 dnu'i. 
know that I can fig'it you." Hjrr said iu 
reply, " I don't tnink you can," and told 
aooUBod either to " como on and fii{ht, or 
come back foment the crowd, and say you 
are afraid to tight mo " Kodgrave answered 
" All right, wo will go buck." They turned 
baok, and on the way Redgrave aeked, 
" You're not taking ino back to 
make a fool of mcV" liarr re- 
plied, "No, Redgrave, I think you are 
making a damned fool of yourself." Red- 
grave was walking behind uc the time aud 
as Barr looked back he received the ahot in 
his face, He saw the " gun " (a pistol) 
after the sbot. Deponent then walked back 
towails the honee. He sanr, after the 
shot, prisoner holding the gun right on him. 
Deponent knew that Redgrave, being a 
polioe otBcer, bad no btisioess to fight, but 
deponent would not have gone out unless he 
had iatendcd to fight. Did not touch Red 
grave. 

The deposition of Dr. SymoDds simply set 
forth that he attended Barr for the wound 

in the head. 

Arthur Edge's deposition stated that he 
had mot the men on the track and'heard 
Barr aay, " Vou come back up town and set 
them up, and it will bo all right," and Red- 
grave had agreed to this. Then he heard 
the explosion and saw Barr stagger. 

\V, J. Lsllin had heard the men talking 
iu the Forreot House and aaw them go oat. 
Redgrave had aaid it woa not right tor him 
to tight in hia position. 

Tht> deposition cf Hurold Redgrave, the 
priuoner, stated that the dispute in the 
bouRO wap, he couaidered, all joking. When 
Barr aaid he would light Redgrave had aaid 
there was too big a crowd, aud " we would 
CO down to the tank and have it out." 
When outside Redgrave aaked Barr if ho 
waa going to camp, and aaid that he (Red- 
grave) was going to dinner. Barr answered 
he waa going down to fight at the tat k 
Redgrave then stopped and remarked that 
ho waa only joking, as ho would not fight in 
his position, which ho would not rii-k. 
Then he otTered to treat if Hiirr 
went back with him to the hotel. 
Barr agreed. Walking baok depouent 
had his hands in hia pocketa. Barr struck 
him on the cheat, making deponent stapger 
up againat the snow and broke hia hands 
out of his pockets, with the result that a 
small pistol in one of his hands went oS. 
He did not think then Barr waa hart and 
did not know till afterwaids. 

The tronsers worn by Redgrave on the 
night in qaestion were pnt in in evidence, 
the seam being ripped below the right band 
ptc^et. 

John Barr wag called by the Crown, 
whereopon Mr. Taylor asked the Judge to 
note' hia objeotion tn Mr. Barr being called 
to ooDtradtet anything in the deposition 
already put in, as it was equivalent to the 
Crown calling evidence to contradict their 
own witnesses. 

After Bome cross-firing by counael, the 
Court overruled the objection. 

Mr. Casaidy aaked the Court to note that 
when the deposition of the prisoner was put 
in the Crown reaorved the right to croBS-ox- 
amino the prisoner. 

The Court allowed John Barr to be called 
by the Crown, who examined him as to tho 
poaitiona the two men were in when the 
ahot was fin d. 

Mr. Caaaidy for tho Crown addressed the 
jury, and was followed by Mr. Taylor for 
the defence, tho latter tuking tho line that 
Barr struck Redgrave a backhanded blow in 
walking up tho track, and that the latter 
who had hia hands in h.is pockets and hold- 
ing tho pistol in ono of them was staggered 
and in recovering himself withdrew bis 
handa ijuiokly with tho result that the 
pistol wua accidentally discharged. 

Hia Lordahip having charged the jury 
they retired at 5 o'clock. 

At 6:15 tho jury returned with a verdict 
of guilty on the third jount, 

Mr. Taylor asked that the jury bo polled, 
but the Court declined to do so, as there 
■eemed no reasonable doubt that tho jury 
were all of ono mind. 

The Crown entered a nolle proseijiii In the 
case of Arthur Carruthera, abarged with 
murder, and he was diaoharged.

The President Roltenttes His Faltli in tlio Frac- 
tlce of VHCciniitlon— NationRl Bureau 
of Henltli Secomnionded. 

S.-VK Fi:.\NCis(;o, June C. — Pr. J.mies F. 
Uibburd, of Indiana, prcaiiicai: i/f tl.e Anicri- 
cta Medical Association, ciiUcd the uaso- 
oiation to order .in its forly-fifth annual 
convention in this city yesterday. Two 
liundred dclfgatci wore present from all 
p-irts of tbo Ci iintry, Prenidont Hibbard in 
Ilia annual uddrcna du'clt upon tho import- 
r.iicu of keeping tip coogroMuioual uppropriu- 
tiona for tho library of tliu Kurgeon-gonornl'a 
oliioc, v.-liich bo rcgirded ua of great value 
to tho profeaoion at larue, it being invaluable 
for reference. Ho declared tliat there ia lit- 
tle hope of securing ihirieg ihia centu.-y tho 
creation of a dcpariini nt of pul)lio health an 
a branch of the national adiiiiniatration. 
But there may be some for tho creation of a 
bureau of public health during the life-time 
of the present congress. There is a meas- 
ure to this effect new before congress. 

The president said that though vaccina- 
tion had for a generation past prevented a 
smallpox epidemic iot this country', the peo- 
ple were becoming indiffsreut to it. Ho de- 
clared ii; remains of the utmost importance, 
and with proper care it is absolutely safe 
and harmless. He thought the assoaiation 
would do well to reiterate its faith in this 
immortal discovery of Jcnner. On motion 
Dr. Quimby ot New Jersey, a committee 
waa appointed to draft a resolution of pro. 
test to congress against the threatened re- 
duction of tho medical and purgical force of 
the army. Permanent .Secretary W. R. At- 
kinaon, in a brief report aaid, that in rc- 
gird to tho propoaod change of medical 
billies relating to outaido conaultations, 19 
at itoa opposed the i hingo, 2 wore in favor, 
and 13 had not replied. After the election 
of dtlegatea to the nominating committee 
the general aesaiou adjourned.

To amend the Health By-Law, 1893. 

The Municipal Council ot the Corporation of 
the City ot Victoria enacts aa follows ; 

1. Section lO of tho Health Byd.iw, 1893. is 
hereby repealed and the following section la 
hereby enacted in substitution therefor : 

"in: Whenever tho Medical Health Oincor 
bcUovea or suspects that any porton within, or 
arrivinR. or coralDR within tho li ' its of tho 
Municipality of the City of Victoria, ie. or haa 
lately been exposed to Infection, or that hia or 
her clothing, or othor oiroeta contdn. or have 
been exposed to. infection, or haa. or have come 
from abroad or some other p'nce In wiiich any 
coctaRloua or infootloua diseaeo is. or ho hiia 
reason to bcUcvo la endemic or epidemic, tlio 
aaid ;\Iedical Health 0/licnr may cause any 
aucli psrson, hii or her clothing and eH'ccta to 
be removed to a acp irate horao or otherwise 
iaolalo him or her. and may stop, detain and 
examine any such poreon. his or hor c'othing 
and other cfTocta until, in tho opinion of tho 
Medical Health Officer, the period ot loouba- 
tlon of the said contagions or infeotlous dis- 
ease shall have been completed, and the said 
Medical Health Officer may dtslofoct or oau^ 
to bo disinfected, at such place and in such 
manner as ho may consider most convenient 
and beiieflo al to the preaeivation of public 
health, any such poraou. 1 is or her clothing and 
cll'jots."

For Regulating the Supply of Water 
by the City W.nter Works, and Fix- 
ing tlie R.-ites to be Paid Tnerefor. 

^VlIl;lil:.^s by the Corporation of Vicloria 
Wata- \VorkH Act. IST.I, tlio Muiiic'pil Coun- 
cil of tho City ot Vicioiia lire authorized and 
cmpov.ored to make such by-liuvs (ui to tbom 
all, 01 seem rciiuiaitc imuI neccaiary for (Inter 
alia) prohihitiii!C tho HCllin-„-, dlsposiiiij;. Kiiinj; 
av.-ay. neglect or wa.'iiu of -w-iter r.uiipllcd 
by tho Water Worka. luid for renulathiK 
tho limo. manlier, extent and nature c.f tho 
Bupiily by the aaid \\o;ks. the tenements or 
jiarties to which and to ^vllOlll tlio samo shall

2. It thall not bis lawful for any person belnj;

Of otherwiao supplied with water from the 
Water Works of the City of Victoria to vend, 
sell or dispose of such water, or give It away to 
any person or persons whomsoever, unless In 
CHso oi! actual ncceesity, or permit It to betaken 
or carried away by any ,oisou ot persons 
whoiiisoevcr. or to use or ap)ily it to tho uao or 
benefit of others, or to any other tlian to his. 
bur or their own uao and bciielll, or to incrcaso 
tho supply oC water agr..ed for with tl.e Water 
Commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect or Im. 
properly waste such water. 

3. That any person or persons guilty of an in- 
fraction of /iny ottho provisions of the last pro' 
cedliiK aeolion shall, upon conviction beforo 
any justico of tho poaco boforo whom any pro. 
cetdinKS may bo tikcii for the cntorceniont 
thereof, on tho oath or aOlrmatlon of any cred- 
ible witness, forfeit and |).iy. at tho uiscrollon 
ot tho suid juatlco cnnvictinK. a penalty not ox- 
eroding one liundred dolhir.-i for each oll'cnco. 
together with tho cost of .such prosecution, or

tlon. and subject to tho rules following, 
namely: such pipes shall bo anti-coiroslvo aud 
laid to a depth of not lo.-is th»n sixteen inches 
bolow tho surface of tho ground, and bo provi- 
ded with a aufiicient number of stop and waste 
cocks, with handles placea above the surface 
of the ground, by which tho water can bo Bhiit 
oH'andnll pipes exposed to frost drained dry 
whou required ; and no consumer sbuU run, or 
allow to run, water to waste either to prevent 
plpca from bursting by frost or otherwise. 

The drawiuK (bib) atop and b ill cocks shall 
bo stinoK and of hard brass, and of tho kind 
knowoi as compression cocks, or such other 
kind as may be saaclioneil by the Water Com- 
iiisiioneror City Ktgineer, and, incouitaof 
houses and other exposed places, shall be pro- 
tected by a casing made to open with a koy 
and kept locked. 

G. Kvery cistern supplied from tho aaid 
Water Works must be abjolutoly watertight, 
and provided with a ball cook and proper 
moans of access and inspection and must not 
have on ovo'flow or waste pipe unless tho 
same is cooetruct d to the stttsf lotlon of the 
Water Commissioner or City Engineer.

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WniCRlCAS. in accordance with tho provi- 
aiona of tho ;\Iunlcipal Act, 1802, and amenda- 
tory Acta thereto, tho Council is empowered to 
make, alter and repeal b}-Ia.wti inter alia to 
licenao, regulate and govern hawkors and ped- 
dlers in snoh manner as may be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, the Mnnloipal Council ot tho Cor- 
poration ot tho City ot 'Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows 

1. The Hawker.s and Peddlers Numbering 
By-law, 181)3 (No. lElj). ia hereby repealed, and 
tho following by-law aubatitutod therefor : 

2. Every Hawker or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within the limits of tho City ot Vio- 
totla shall pay a liconas fee of $29 for every six 
months, as pro vided by the Kevonuo By-law, 
1833. 

Kvery Hawker or I'cddler licensed under 
tho llovenue By-law, 1SU3. shall at tho time of 
tbo iasue of hia license receive from tbo Col- 
lector a plato bearing n. number, which ahall 
bo afflxed on a prnmlecril p'aco on tho outeido 
of Ilia wagon, cart u.' utlier vuhiole or basket 
or other receptacle for carrying or conveying 
hia good', wares or merohandlse, and said 
plate shall I emain thereon during the period 
forwhioh the Itoenso is granted, or in ease 
more than ono basket or other nsoeptaolo is 
carried by irhc licensee, then the plate shall ho 
attaohod to ono of suoh baskets or other re 
ceptaclos, and such plate shall be returned to 
the Colloc or at tho expiration of the term cf 
the Uoense, and may tio reissued by blm. 

i. Any person oooTioted of a breach of this 
by-law shall forfeit and pay at th? discretion 
ot tho convicting magl^trota a penalty not ex- 
ceeding tho sum of fifty dollars for each offonce 
exclusive of costs, and in default of payment 
ot tbo said penalty and coats forthwith tho 
said ponaltj- and costs or coats only maybe 
levied by distrosa and ailo ot tlio goodaand 
chattels of the ofl"onjer, and 'in case of tlioro 
being no distress found out ol which such pen- 
alty can bo levied the convicting magistrate 
may commit tho oirender to tho common jail 
of tho city of Victoria, with or without hard 
labor, for any period not exceeding ono calen- 
dar month unless the said penalty nni costs bo 
sooner paid.

I'OKTI.ANI), Ore., Juno 6. — Sinoo yester- 
day tho general situation at Portland re- 
mains practically unchanged. Tho river 
has continued to crawl slowly upwards. 
L ist, evening at 5 o'clock it stood at just 
:i2 U feet. At o'clock this morning the 
gauge read 32 feet, showing a rise of ,<t. 
At II o'clock the gauge read 32 8 feet. 
Another reading was made at 2 p,m., when 
tho water stood just tho smalloat fraction 
off 32 8 feet. Since then tho rivor has been 
almost at a standstill. From up tho Co- 
lumbia and Snako tho news alforda some 
stray crumbs of comfort. Like drowning 
men everybody grasps at even a straw. At 
Umatilla tho Culutnbia has fallen .2 of a 
foot since yesterday. During tho past 
twenty-fonr honrs at R'paria the river has 
fulleu twenty inches. News from up tho 
valley is to the effect that the Willamette i>i 
at a stand. Mr. Pa'giie, of the weather 
buresLU, makes the foUowiDi; river forecast, 
Tho Willamette will ' .reach its maximum 
height before midnight on Wednesday. The 
river will not rise over four inches, and 
it is hardly possiblo that it will riae over 
two-tenths more. The river wiU'remain 
stationary on Thursday with a tendency to 
fall. The fall in tho water will be very 
alow, not over four inches a day for at 
least the next few days. News from down 
the Columbia river shows a most deplorable 
condition of affairs. Fishing has boon sus- 
pended and the great stream hos fl lodod 
the whole country on both aides. Houses 
have baen cirried away, farms inundated 
and crops destroyed. There has been 
great loss of stock. Approximating an 
eatiniate of the dainac" ia utterly 
imposaib'e under existing olroumat-anoes. 
A gentleman stated to day to a United 
Presa repredontative that tho situation of 
afTairs along the Columbia alnugh and 
between the Columbia and Willamette 
rivers ia simply dreadful, 'rhe whole coun- 
try is submerged and people have been 
driven from their houses. Their houses and 
fences have been awept away and their stock 
has perished. Suaviea island is eatiroly 
submerged and the crops destroyed. The 
loss ie very heavy and will leave a great 
many in destitution. Suffdriog and want 
prevail among the familirs of many ranoheta. 
Up the Columbia the floods have 'destroy- 
ed the prospects of the aeaaon's Salmon fiab- 
ing. The fish wheels have either been oar- 
riod away or destroyed. At Portland the 
oonditiou of both the Madison and Morrison 
street bridges is serioas. ' The terrific pres- 
sure of water from underneath has broken 
up the approaches on either side. The draw 
of the Morrison street bridge is now being 
strung around by hand, while the lower part 
of tho draw is several inches under water. 
\ten keep a sharp look out for drift from tho 
bridges and ocoasionoUy tho draw must bo 
turned to lot some logs or bruahwood paaa. 
Traiiio ia still going ovtr tho ' Madison 
stnot bridge, and since the other 
thoroughfares to tho cast sido of tho 
river have bten closed tho traffic is 
terrific, Tho struoturo is subjected to a 
mora aovero strain than it has over boon, aa 
two unbroken linoa of teams aro paaaing 
over every hour in tho day. At police 
he»dquartera this mornini; the chief of 
police detailed Eovcral otiicers to viait tho 
northern part of tho city In boats to seek 
nut families in need or in distress. Later 
in the day they reported that they were un- 
able to find any such oaaca. The poor and 
unfortunate who lived thero aro now being 
cared for in varioua parts of the city by 
friends and other charitably disposed people. 
The locality which tho ollicera visited is, 
however, in a moat deplorable condition. 
Many of the smaller dwellings are 
nut of plumb, and not a few of 
them are keeled over at a very 
dangerous angle. Moat of the other houses 
which are holding their .O.wn as regardp posi- 
tion, are ao thoroughly 'soaked that it will 
be unsafe for any one to occupy them dur- 
ing this summer without risk of serious ill- 
ness. 

The floods threaten to 'do vast damage to 
the Cascade locks. The bulkhead which 
keeps the Columbia oat of the upper end of 
the look has been in danger of going 
out for several days, but a gallant 
fight has been made and is being made to 
save it. The water at very latest aooounts 
was well up to the bulkhead, and those 
who wore protecting it stated that six 
inches highor water would destroy it. 
Should it go out it will very probably 
destroy all the rip-rap work, and possibly 
destroy the entire worka, entailing a loss of 
over $1,000,000. . ? •
